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GREENBELT VOTES OVERWHELMINGLY AGAINST 
SOLICITING 

Latost returns from questionnaires 
distributed to Grconbeltor s on August 
11 to ascortain how they felt, on the 
question of permitting soliciting, can¬ 
vassing, '« houso to house soiling iii this 
community, indicate that an overwhelming 
majority are opposed to such practices. 

On tho question of whothcr solici¬ 
ting of any kind should be permittod in 
Groonbelt votod "yes" and 85 "no". 

The preponderance of "nays" is oven 
more evident in the voting on 
various kinds of soliciting. There the 
ratio is about 9 to 1 against the practico. 

In answer to- whether bedding salcs- 
should bo permitted to canvass in 
Groonbelt, 102 votod "no", whilo only 
8 votes "yes." 

Of ten items balloted on only one- 
ico cream-received a favorable vote. 

Old King Scl and tho Greenbelt child¬ 
ren's taste for the famous delicacy 
tipped the scales in its f a vor. 

Tho count was 62 for ice cream against 
52. 

In tho matter of magazine salesmen 
100 said "no", only 13 "yes"; for 
silvorwarc, cooking utonsils: 101 
nays, 11 yeas; for clothing salesmen; 

102 nays, 12 ybas: brushes, fountain 
pons, etc. 90 nays, 11 yeas; food pro¬ 
ducts 79 nays, 24 yeas; miscellaneous 
hucksters: 78 nays, 29 yeas. 

On itoms such as milk delivery, 
laundry service, etc. no voto was taken.

From - there the se¬ 
quence loads tq the groat metropolitan 
contcrs with their inevitable .slums and 
unhealthy living condition's where in¬ 
nocent children must grow up in an at¬ 
mosphere of crimo and degradation; then: 
the congested, unplanned highway‘which ... 
arc in large part-.responsible for ap- 
proximatoly ...35,000 traffic fatalities 
annually. . , •; j . 

Then comes the planned highway, de¬ 
signed for the greatest ‘possible safety 
to driver and pedestrian and:, finally. 
tho planned city, ; 

In photographing the Greenbelt se¬ 
quences, Mr, Van Dyke sayfKcMs stress¬ 
ing tho child angle, showing how the 
many playgrounds have boon provided and;... 
how tho main streets arc' designed with 
the side-walks lending undornoith-them, 
so tho child can go out to play, to schpok 
or to visit the neighbor without the 
mothor vondorimg whether 'it mil over 
reach home again. The athletic, interest 
and the facilities available are also ■ 
given consideration, shoving that, while , 
the child is adequately provided for, the¬ 
re st of tho. community is 'by no means, 
neglected,■ The 'community cooperative .j 
medical plan, also comes -in for its sharo 
of attention. 

'In going about his work, Mir* Van Dyke 
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. says-he ■ has” bc’6n "very much impressed by 
.■tho marvelous cooperation given him by 
(the children of the community. Moving 
: his many pieces of cquipmont from one 
'setup to another would ordinarily be a 
problem, but in Greenbelt, he says, there 
is always, a crowd of youngsters on hand 
oagor and willing to help him. In fact, 
his'biggest problem here, he says, is 
keeping peace among tho children when 
several of them insist on carrying or 
holding this or that piece of oquipment, 
apd in getting them to quit work long 
chough to go home for lunch.

You flight ask’,”'"what makes you think 
you would have to pay more rent to get 
a Recreational Center? Won’t F.S.A. 
dish out another helpingi 

I answer that in this way. An of¬ 
ficial of.the-F.S.A. told mo that there 
was a possibility of an increase in 


rent if the Recreational Center was 
built. No certainty, just the- possi-' 
bility. But', If the people-demand it, 
it naturally follows that they expect 
to pay for it. I brought up the point 
that the people who 'indorsed the reso¬ 
lutions which were’circulated by Mr# 
Sanders wore under the impression that 
tho Center would be another gift from 
the F.S.A., life didn’t answer that, but 
he was probably thinking that those 
who called the tunc'noe'd'not be amazed 
if the piper presented his bill. 

Now, some ..of you people who read 
this have already told me that you 
would bo unwilling to pay more rent 
for a Recreational Center. ’ To you 
people, and to others who foci as they 
do, I suggest that you get in touch 
with your councilman before they meet 
with the officials of tho F.S.A. and 
express your wishes. All they have to 
guide thorn is tho expression of your 
sentiment in the form of a demand 
for a R.C. Nothing has yet been-’said 
.about rent.

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COUNCIL GIVES LIGHTED BASEBALL FIELD 
AND RECREATION HALL BOOSTS 
BY . 

HOWARD C. CUSTER 

Responding ,to petitions from tho 
Athletic Club and tho Citizens Ass¬ 
ociation, tho Groenbolt Town Council at 
its regular mooting, August 2?., voted 
unanimously to request from Farm Se¬ 
curity a conference, at which officors 
of Farm Security and tho members of 
tho Council would consider in detail the 

4 

possibility of providing Groenbolt with 
an adequate Recreation Hall. 

Tho Council felt there was a groat 
need for such a. Hall in Groenbolt, 
especially in tho Winter months, but 
that a thorough investigation of tho 
problems involved should bo made. : 

Espocially important is the need to know ; 
whether such a Hall could bo consid¬ 
ered a part of Farm Security's pro-, 
gram in its capacity as Groenbolt’s 
landlord, or whether it w a s to bo 
considorod a municipal problem only, 
and also how much, if any, the cost 
of such a Hall would incrc a so Groen¬ 
bolt rents. Mr. East stressed that 
before any such Hall bo built tho cit¬ 
izens of Groenbolt should bo thorough¬ 
ly canvassed to determine just what 
features it contain, and just what 
they a rc willing to pay for it, if 
need be. 

On rocommendation of Director of Safety 
ftabco, the council appropriated 0580 for 
tho purch a so of additional traffic 
signs roquostod by Groenbolt citizens a t 
previous mootings of tho Council. Also 
..included aro solf-illumin a tod w a rning 
signs for poorly lighted points. 

Officer Huffman has made a complete 
survey of tho Town's danger points, 
and signs arc to bo placed as a 're¬ 
sult of this survoy. Director Mabec 

promised that only ossontial signs 
would bo placed. Some now standing 

will. be roraovod. Tho appropriation 
of $580 provides also for future and 
emergency needs.

Mr, Morrison felt that fifty dollars was 
plonty, and therefore votod against the 
measure. Councilnon East, Jacobsen, 
Bessemer, and Maurer approved. Mr. 

Maurer moved, Mr. East sccondod that 
candidates for the Council be charged a 
threo doll a r filing foe. All other 
arrangements for tho Town Election wore 
reforred to a special meeting of tho 
Council. 

Hr. East s a id he had a sked Engineer 
Vincent to provide figures as to cost 
of lighting tho basoball field so that 
it could be used for evening sports 
during the Fall months. Mr. Vincent re¬ 
ported that from $1,500 to ft2,000 would 
be neoded, a bout sixty per cent of which 
would be for material. 

It was poiiitod out that this field was 
a temporary one which might-be needed by 
Farm Security a t" any"time, although hard¬ 
ly very soon. President B a ucr of the 
Athletic Club felt that a temporary light¬ 
ing system could be put up for 1 two or 
throe hundred dollars.

Today most of the work*, which in olden days consumed so much of her time, is 
done outside the home entirely. And she is further liberated by the use of time 
and labor saving dovicos within the home.

Consequently, she labored very diligently at making 
her children good and very little at making thorn intelligent. She transmitted to 
hor children her own virtuos, born of necessity and her limitations, due to ignor¬ 
ance, As a result, her children on reaching adulthood, mot situations with cour- 
ago and fortitude, stubbornly resisted change and improvement, and detained age- 
old prejudices.

This privilege, this freedom to share in tho doing of the work of the world has 
been long and valiantly fought for. Here in America this right is unchallenged. 

In modern Germany and Italy tho pages of history are turning back, "Suppress wo¬ 
men and intellectuals first" is tho motto in those countries, 

Thoso who.undervalue woman and her contribution to society are out of step with 
■the march of timo. Those who recognize and appreciate hor true value are in the 
forefront of progress.

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THOUGHTS ON LABOR’S DAY 
by Stanley B. Rider 

Nearly two thousand years ago the Apostle Paul in his Epistle to the Colossians 
said. Master, give unto your servants that which is just and equal,” 

Notwithstanding this Biblical exhortation, during the reign of Edward III there 
were enacted two far-reaching anti-labor measures that are still well known to stu¬ 
dents of English jurisprudence. 

These were the famous—and infamous—Ordinance of Labourers and Statute of Lab¬ 
ourers, Under their provisions a workman who dared refuse to work bocauso of low 
wages or who ventured won his homo county ms pilloried or branded. The third of¬ 
fense rc suited in the loss of an oar, porxjotual slavery for self and family and for¬ 
feiture of all property, 

'Despite such discouragement the Labor Movement cantxxMod. and grow. Painfully 
slow, however, was its progress. Here is a section of the aui-tu-tu un¬ 

acted 'during Elizabeth* s time: 

"All Artificers and Labourers being hired for wages by the day or week, shall be¬ 
twixt the midst of the months of March and September be and continue at their work 
at or before five of-the clock in the morning and continue at work and not depart 
until betwixt sovon and eight of the clock at night, except it be in the time of 
breakfast, dinner and drinking;—" 

Indeed, not until after tho first quarter of tho nineteenth century were any com¬ 
binations of workmen permitted in England, and not until 1840 in tho United States, 
when Oh:' \f Justice Shaw of tho Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts handed down a 
far rcao.Xig decision' which indicated that-workmen might organize among themselves. 
Collective bargaining, as wo know it today, was■still taboo. In fact, any attempt at 
collective bargaining was regarded as conspiracy, at Common Law, no matter how law¬ 
ful might bo the object. 

Labor has made seven-league strides in progress since the inhibitions and the 
tortures of Edward’s and Elizabeth’s days. 

The right of Labor to organize and bargain collectively has been,guaranteed by 
Statutes, which have been uphold in every instance by tho Supremo Court, The indis¬ 
criminate use of injunctions by tho foes of Labor has boon proscribed by Statute, 

New millions of workers, as tho result of the'Wagos and Hours Legislation, will for 
the first time in their lives be assured of decent hours and at least a semblance of 
a living wage, ‘ . 

This has boon a long hard fight. The first concession was a 12 hour day, then a 
ton, and finally the 8 hour day. It is within tho memory of this writer, that the 
Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America fought valiantly and successfully 
in tho forefront of Labor’s ranks to abolish the 12 hour day in the steel industry, 
Wol-kin.cn*s' compensation laws have been enacted, laws regulating tho hours of sorvicb 
for tho ten million-women in industry, and old ago assistance and unemployment .in¬ 
surance arc realities, -Child labor will have some measure of protection under the 
new YJa. es and Hours law, " 

Much, however, remains to be done. First, tho internecine wa.r within Labor’s cam 
ranks must cease. Concessions must and should be made; selfish interest and vain 
pride must yield to the Divine purposo which is Labor's goal, the cxhaltation .of 
hitman values. 

Labor continues in its drive 1 toward tho attainment of its ideals. Intelligent La¬ 
bor loaders, together with intelligent employers arc coopora.ting to make a better 
civilization. Organized Labor is educating its leaders in economics and statesman¬ 
ship so that they may intelligently direct tho ever expanding activities of Labor. 
Organized Labor is the zealous champion of tho Democratic processes upon which this 
nation was founded and through which it will survivo..' 

Here in Grochbolt we are the particular beneficiaries of two groat movements 
which Labor has sponsored. Adequate Housing and Cooperative Enterprise,
